Pencils 



Pencils are manufactured at the 
rate of more than a billion a v ear in 
the United States alone, and an 
said bv forestry experts to constitute 
la severe drain upon our national 
_t forest resources. In fact, pencils 
require such an enormous amount 
of wood that eastern red cedar am' 
juniper have become scarce and ;' 
search is on for other suitable 
species. 

To make a wooden pencil, the 
manufacturer first cuts out a board 
or slat about seven inches long, the 
width of half a dozen pencils, and 
as thick as one-half a pencil in dia- 
meter. With a special inachim 
he then shapes it into six si 

Mided or semi-hexagonal sections, 
and grooves one side readv for the 
"lead." 

The "lead" is inserted, the hal 
ves glued together, and the 
finished at some more convenient 
point. 

All our high-grade pencils are fil- 
led with graphite. This is not 
ly lead or even metal, but similiar 
to coal, a product derived from de 
caved wood or vegetable matter 
The best graphite comes principally 
from mines in Africa.

William George Jones is dead. 
The lovable little man, whose sunny 
jxasition had endeared him to gene-, 
rations of the deaf, has gone to his 
eternal rest. In retrospection, his was 
a life of helpful service to the deaf, 
and also a splendid example of what 
could be attained under teachers of 
the old school. Being practically deaf 
from babyhood, he showed consider 
able ability in the study of English 
and displayed wonderful powers oi 
memory while a pupil at Fanwood from 
1859 to 1872, after which he entered 
the Freshman Class at Gallaudet 
lege. He graduated with honor in the 
class of 1876, and the O/llege later 
on bestowed on him the degree of 
Master of Arts. 

In the fall of the same year he 
became a teacher at the Fan 
School, which position he was to hold 
through a long stretch of fifty years, 
and for fifty years he was a never « 
ending source of delight to the children 
ill ages at Fanwood through his fine 
mastery of the sign-language. ' 
ing from a family of theatrical folk, he 
had histrionic talent of a high order 
and his dramatic renderings of plays 
and romances, and his Sunday services 
in beautiful illustrative signs, always 
held the rapt attention of even the 
most backward pupil. 

Mr. Jones' interest in the deaf in 
general extended outside of the class- 
room, and manifested itself in the 
numerous lectures and readings he gave 
the benefit of some charitable 
<-ct. In those days moving-pictures 
had not come into being, and Prof. 
Jones' name was sufficient to fill the 
halls to overflowing. Shakespearian 
plays were his favorite, and through 
his impersonation of the characters and 
his graphic signs helped many a deaf- 
mute who was deficient in reading Eng- 
lish, to acquire a good conception of 
the Bard of Avon's works. 

Mr. Jones was a staunch member 
of St. Ann's Church for the Deaf, and 
was of great assistance to the church 
in its early years of existence, and his 
devotion continued until he was called 
the Great Beyond. He was three 
times president of the Men's Club, and 
their amateur thearicals he found 
an outlet for his inherent love of act- 
ing. Mr. Jones was also a member 
of the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes 
and a trustee of the Gallaudet Home 
ed and Infirm Deaf-Mutes. 
ee years ago he retired from 
active teaching, though retaining a con- 
nection with the school as teacher- 
emeritus, and coming annually to take 
part in the Christmas festival. How 
aly he will be missed by all those 
with whom he came b ict, might 

be illustrated best by the little tots 
g appraised of his demise, 
did not know who Mr. Jones was. Des- 
cribed as the short, rotund man in 
with flowing white beard and team of 
reindeer, they lapsed into awed silence 
and told each other sadly: "Santa 
Claus is dead." 



There is to be recorded the death 
of another illustrious alumnus of Gal- 
laudet College of a generation ago. 
Though not so widely known, Wells 
Louet Hill, '72, carved out a career 
after leaving college that is worthy 
ntion in the annals of successful 
deaf men. Entering the journalistic 
field, he acquired an interest in his 
home-town newspaper and became its 
editor, a position which he maintained 
for more than half a century, and 
made the paper an outstanding weekly 
of that community. 

He died on February 17th last, at 
Athol, Mass., where he had lived all 
his life. The respect and esteem in 
which he was held by his townspeople 
is reflected in his obituary, which is 
reprinted in another column. 



At the Conference 



Deaf men attending the recent 
Conference of the National Re- 
search Council in Washington were: 
Dr. J. Schuyler Long, principal ot 
the Iowa School for the Deaf; Mr. 
&. P. Gibson, president ot the Na- 
tional Fraternal Society of the Deaf; 
and Mr. John A. Mcllvaine, Jr., 
veteran teacher of the Mt. Airy 
School for the Deaf. 

In the final report of the Council 
were embodied the recommendations 
tor research and investigation pro- 
posed by the various committees 
and finally adopted by the Council. 

The recommendation covered a 
study of the deaf and the hard-of- 
neanng from all angles, but mainly 
in tht field of psychology and 
education — especially of younger 
children. The deaf and the hard- 
of-hearing in their relation to 
society were also considered. 

The Washington Star gives the 
following summary of the work ot 
the National Research Council: — 



The program aimed at attacking 
deafness at all stages of life, but 
particularly among children, 
this purpose, the establishment of a 
nursery school for deaf children was 
recommended. No definite location 
was decided upon, although there 
nssioii of plating it in 
Washington,

Tests to be used as a basis for 
differential diagnosis of feeble* 
mindedness and auditor* deficiency. 
Comparative studies by anatomists 
and dentists of the development of 
the mouth jaws, teeth and throat 
structures of normal and bard 
hearing children. 

Studies of the basic motor reac- 
tions of the tongue, lips diapragm 
and throat in normal and hard 
hearing children. 

Studies of the extent to which the 
development of complex mental

A study of the role of auditory

Life eit Hooker T. Washington 



About the >eai is.ss or 1859 a 

child named Hooker Taliaferro 

Washington was botn in a little log 

cabin in Virginia, C. S. A. The 

parents of the child were slaves and 
uneducated. 

When he grew to bo a man, he 
COUld not Imcl OUt the exact date or 

the \cai of his birth. The first 
things he remembered were the 
sec nes around the log cabin whi 
his earliest years were spent. The 
cabin was furnished Very poorly, 
it was fourteen by sixteen. There 
were no windows in it , only openings 
which let in the light, There were 
no wooden Boors, nothing exe-ept 
the bate eat th. It was used as the 

kitchen for the plantation when he 

lived m it. 

When Hooker was about eight 

years of age, the slaves were liberal 

ed and he, wiih his mot hi i , brother 

and sister set out for West Virginia, 

where his step father worked in the 

salt mines. Thev had a few be 
longings and very little money with 

them. ll look several weeks lot 
them to teach Maiden, where his 
step lather lived, lot they had B 
long and tedious join nev of several 
hundred miles. As soon as lie 
lied Maiden, he was put to woi k 
in the salt mines. He had no time 

for playing and be, worked very 
hard. Sometimes he had to rise at 

lour o'clock in the mornine. and 
work until he became exhausted.

William GcoBOl Jones 



Bj the death of Wells L. Hill, on 
February 17th, Athol loses one of its 
oldest citizens, and one who through 
long years has rendered most loyal 
and valuable service to this com- 
munity. Throughout the more than 
a half century of his connection 
with The Transcript, his personality 
more than any other factor has made 
it an outstanding weekly, whose 
editorials have been often copied by 
the great metroplitan newspapers. 
His infirmities prevented him from 
entering into many local enterprises, 
but in the weekly issues of hisuaper 
lie was able to do his full part in 
the activities of the town. His 
father, John C. Hill, came here" 
from North Orange a century ago, 
ami had five children. 

Wells Louet Hill was the young- 
est of the five, and was born July 
25th. When twelve wars old, a vio- 
lent attack of scarlet fever wholly de- 
piiwd him of his hearing, so that 
in perpetual silence he spent the 
test of his days. Upon regaining 
Ins health, he entered the American 
School for the Deaf at Hartford, 
Ct., where he remained four wars, 
L864 to' 1868. Following this he 
entered the National Deaf-Mute 
College at Washington, I), C , now 
Gallaudet College, from which 
he graduated with high honor in 
LS72. During his last year at 
school, the management selected 
four of their most promising pupils, 
of whom Mr. Hill was one, to make 
a tour of eastern cities in an effort 

to create an interest in the school, 

and through an enligntened public 
sentiment to bring pressure to beat 
on Congress for more liberal appro- 
priations. 

'The Athol Transcript was started 
in December, 1870, by Edward I-'. 
Jones and Lucien Lord. Mr. Hill 
had dot >ine journalistic 

work while in Washington and had 
nesrun similar work in Boston, 
which showed the ability lata so 
fully developed. This came to the 
attention of Mr. Lucien Lord, a 
lifelong friend of Mr. Hill, and led 
him to suggest to Mr. Hill that he 
acquire an interest in the Transcript 
and become its editor. 

Thus ovei fiftj -i\ years ago. 
Wells L. Hill became eelitoi of this 
paper, and here he remained until 
his death. 

His literary style waa direct, clear 

and usuallv serious, lint there often 

occurred Bashes of humoi equal to 

that of Mirk 'Twain. He was one 
of the most brilliant and successful 
of the alumni of his college and his 
affection for it was great . 

In 1890 in Paris, a monument to 
the President of the college. Mi. 
Gallaudet, was dedicated and to this 
event Mr\ Hill went as the represen- 
tative of t he deaf of Amei ica and de 
1 an address at the dedicatory 

exercises. 

In 1876 Mi. Hill married Abbii 
M , daughter of Luke and Abbie 
l Hunt > Cub. who has been his 
devoted wife for fifty-three years 
Her kindly and genial nature has 
been an inspiration to him and she 
has served as his means of contact 
with the world on a multitude 

occasions. 

Four children were born to them, 
all of whom, with their mother, 
survive him. 

Wells I.. Hill had three great affec- 
tions — he loved his native town and 
rejoiced much in its prosperity, and 
while his interest was in the whole 
municipality, vet his especial affection 
was for the immediate locality which 
has been the home of his family tot 
more than a century and which he 
main- years ag I named South Main 
Street. He loved his business ami 
especially his newspaper work, and 
in the editorial columns of the 
Transcript he has found much jo\ — 
he loved his home, his wife and his 
children and was always happiest 
when they wcie all around him. 

His was a pleasing personality and 
a lovable soul and he will be mourn 
ed throughout the entire territory 
which ;cil by this pap 

Athol Transitipt. 
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William George Jones died at the 
Knickerbocker Hospital, in New York 
City, on Sunday morning, March 10th, 
after a brief illness of pneumonia. He 
was in his seveny-eighth year. 

William George Jones was born at 
St. Louis. Mo., on July 10, 1851. A 
year after his birth he became deal 
from a complication of measles and 
scarlet fever. His mother was the well- 
known actress, Mrs. W. G. Jones, so 
favorably known to an older genera- 
tion; his father and a brother were also 
connected with the theatrical profes- 
sion, the later, Mr. Dean, creating the 
hero character in the "Still Alarm.'' 
Coming from such ancestry, it was but 
natural that Mr. Jones should jiossess 
the dramatic inclination and talent 
which he exhibited to a remarkable de- 
gree, and which delighted the host of 
friends which his genial disposition 
readily attracted to him. 

He became a pupil at the New York 
Institution for the Deaf in 1850, and 
as he enjoyed relating, he was the 
youngest and smallest child in the 
school, with his short legs dangling 
from the chapel bench in a vain effort 
to retch the floor. As he grew in years, 
he was the great mimic of the school. 
and at the same time displayed won- 
derful powers of memory, so that lie- 
usually led his classes in school studies. 
In 1872, after completing the aca- 
demic course- at Fanwood, he entered 
the Freshman Class of Gallaudet Col- 
lege. Here also he manifested con 
siderable ability in study and was very 
popular, graduating with honor in the 
class '76; later on he was honored by 
the bestowal of the degree of M.V 
Always a loyal and honored son of 
Gallaudet, he was a charter member 
of the Metropolitan Chapter of the 
College Association and a brother of 
the Kappa Gamma Fraternity. 

In September, 1876, he was invited 
by Dr. Isaac Lewis Peat, of honored 
and affectionate memory, to become a 
teacher at Fanwood. and remained on 
the educational staff of the school to 
the end of the term in June, 1926, 
when he had completed a service of 
fifty years, retiring with substantial 
remembrances from his fellow te-achers, 
and the love and regrets of all connect 
e<i with the Institution. Receiving the 
State pension, he remained connected 

with the school as teacher-emeritus, 
taking his turn with the other male- 
teachers in presiding at Sund.' 
vices, and appearing annually as Santa 
Clans and his team of reindeer at t he- 
school's Christmas festival. 

In July LS7S. he married Miss Kate 
S. Hamilton, an esteemed member o. 
the Institution staff, and last year then 
enjoyed the felicitations of their re- 
latives, friends and well-wishers at the 
celebration of their golden wedding 
Mrs. Jones, four daughters and a son 
survive him. 

At one time, in his career as a teach 
■r at Fanwood, he seriously considered 
taking orders in the Episcopal Church 
md studied theology with this pur 
pose in view, but a complication o 
circumstances made this impossible 

and he abandoned his plan. Upon hi. 

etirement from active duties at thl 
Institution, the former inclination re- 
turned, and In- assisted at St 
'/hutch for the Deaf as Lay Reader 
continuing this relation until the da\ 
if his death. 
In his young manhood, Mr. Jones 
sed a remnant of hearing and 
S|x>ke more or less plainly until tli 
but his hearing left him again as h 
■icw older. 

As has been mentioned, he pos 
-t remarkable memory up to within r. 
cut years, and this, united to graphic 
powers of mimicry in el-ar and illus 
trative signs and his innate I 

i tde great demand few his his 
Urionic talent. This was really of a 
very high order. His ancestral blood 
showed clearly in his impersonation ol 
characters, which he did vividly and 
with great effect Considering that Mr. 
Jones wat practically deal from baby 
hood, he had a rare understanding of 
words and phrases, and in rendering 
the text of plays or romances, after 
Careful reading, he gave such perfect 
interpretations of characters, scenes 
md incidents in distinct, beautiful 
gestures and appropriate facial expres 
sions. as to cause wonder lo main 
who were Considered as masi, 

English, and who disagreed among 

themselves as to the intent in 
eioot's phi .> 

In the illustration of feeling, senti- 
ment and passion, which he did with 
wonderful effect, and in his under 
standing of and delineation of Shakes 
pearian characters, he had few equals 
among the deaf: had he been 1 
with the sense of hearing hi 
would have made a name as a 
actor. 

As a man, he overflowed with 
good nature, with a pleasing and 
attractive smile, and a merry and play- 
ful disposition. Yet be did not lack 

serious moods, and at such tinie-s he 
1 rare judgment in meeting dif- 
ficult questions and bridging them. As 
a teacher, he was thorough and 
ing, yet ready with assistance when a 
pupil strove hard to move forward but 
lacked the power. Many a backward 
child has owed his onward start to the 
patient encouragement and pel 
devotion of Mr. JoneV teaching and 
drilling. With the shirker, he v 
flexible, requiring that he do the alot 
ted task, and do it correvtlv. 



Uter having played a mo 

honorable and U elul role in 
ning deserved honors and applause, the 
the final call came for him and he has 
passed to the great beyond, but for 
years to come he will be remembered 
as a dispenser of joy and good will; 
his was a life of service that has 
brought smiles and happiness to many 
a weary he-art, and his going leaves a 
pang of keen regret in the he-arts of 
many who knew him and who ap- 
preciated his excellent qualitit 
mind and soul.
